1 . The present application is based on a series of filings that originate 
from an original application that was filed on December 8, 1998. 

2. The purpose of this Declaration is to establish conception of the 
invention of this application in the United States at a date prior to October 30, 
1998, coupled with due diligence from prior to October 30, 1998, to the earliest 
filing date that this application is entitled to (December 8, 1998), where October 
30, 1998, is the earliest priority date relied upon by U.S. Patent Number 
6,200,184 entitled "Bubble Maker Toy", which was cited in the Office Action 
dated March 16, 2005, for the above-referenced patent application. 

3. The undersigned is the sole inventor named in the above- 
referenced application.
